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INTRODUCTORY  REMARKS 


The  gathering  of  the  material  for  this  small  book  has  required  many  hours  of 
work,  carried  on  at  intervals  over  a  period  of  many  years,  but  it  has  been  a 
work  of  pleasure.  Many  letters  of  inquiry  have  been  written,  and  while  only 
a  few  brought  information  of  help  the  replies  almost  uniformly  have  been 
kindly  in  tone.  While  few  take  the  trouble  to  keep  a  record  of  their  family 
line  they  are  nearly  always  interested  and  glad  to  know.  The  difficulty  of 
gathering  what  little  has  been  secured  makes  it  seem  desirable  that  it  be 
recorded  so  that  in  the  future  it  be  available  to  the  few  who  will  really  care 
for  it. 

Almost  of  necessity  this  becomes  a  sketch  of  the  Fidlar  family  in  Davenport, 
Iowa.  And  almost  as  much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  Jenney  family 
from  which  Mrs.  W.  F.  Fidlar  came.  And  in  addition  to  the  short  history  of 
these  families  there  are  recorded  some  incidents  of  no  special  value  but  which 
perhaps  will  be  of  interest  to  a  few  and  throw  some  light  on  the  times  and 
surroundings.  And  some  attention  has  been  given  to  record  the  lines  of  con¬ 
nected  families.  A  complete  index  is  provided,,  so  as  to  make  it  easy  to  find 
any  information  contained  in  this  book. 

Care  has  been  taken  to  have  this  record  accurate  and  reliable,  and  the  source 
of  information  is  sometimes  given  by  printing  the  letters  received.  Some  of 
these  are  given  because  of  the  interest  of  the  contents  aside  of  proof  of  the 
line  of  descent. 

The  Family  Bible  in  our  household  contained  pages  of  family  record,  much 
in  the  hand-writing  of  Samuel  P.  Fidlar,  and  the  record  of  his  parents’  birth 
was  the  start.  Unfortunately  the  record  did  not  give  the  places  of  birth. 

The  start  of  the  work  was  the  questioning  of  writer’s  mother  and  the  writing 
of  her  answers,  nearly  all  of  which  related  to  the  Jenney  family.  And  writer’s 
Aunt  Frank,  Mrs.  R.  N.  Earhart,  told  of  much  that  is  recorded  of  the  Fidlar 
family.  When  my  father’s  cousin  Miranda  Eaton  visited  us  in  January,  1909, 
she  was  able  to  add  much  to  the  Fidlar  family  story. 

Among  the  people  written  to  in  the  course  of  the  search  the  one  who  took  the 
most  interest  in  the  matter  was  Louis  M.  Jenney  of  Tacoma,  Washington.  He 
had  been  a  railroad  man  but  had  retired  from  work.  He  not  only  made  con¬ 
siderable  research  by  correspondence  but  finally  made  a  journey  back  to  New 
Hampshire  to  visit  the  places  of  his  youth  and  to  learn  what  he  could  from 
members  of  the  Jenney  family  living  there  and  from  the  early  records.  On  his 
return  trip  he  stopped  in  Davenport  and  made  us  a  visit,  and  from  here  went 
to  visit  his  sister  in  Wisconsin,  and  then  back  to  Tacoma. 

The  gathering  of  information  about  the  Fidlar  family  has  not  all  been  done 
by  one  person  at  one  time  but  it  has  been  an  accumulation  made  by  different 
persons  over  an  extended  period  of  time.  Among  those  who  have  aided  in 
this  work  no  one  has  done  more,  or  even  as  much,  as  Miss  Hazel  M.  Kendall 
of  Anderson,  Indiana. 

She  gave  the  information  that  connected  different  lines  so  that  we  have  an 
unbroken  history  of  the  family  back  to  the  first  settler  in  this  country. 

Miss  Kendall  put  her  whole  heart  into  this  work  and  gave  us  an  outstanding 
story  of  the  family.  She  not  only  told  of  the  present  generation  but  she  told 
of  those  who  have  gone  before,  giving  dates  and  telling  of  the  lives  they  lived. 

Many  days  of  research  of  old  records  in  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey  must 
have  been  spent,  going  back  to  Barnard  Fidlar,  who  was  the  first  of  the  family 
to  come  to  this  country,  where  he  became  the  father  of  Timothy  who  heads 
the  line  on  the  genealogical  tree.

And  she  told  of  where  the  family  originated  in  western  England  with  lines 
perhaps  leading  into  Wales  and  Scotland.  All  of  this  is  told  so  well  in  her  110 
page  book  that  it  would  be  superfluous  to  say  more  here. 

To  show  our  appreciation  of  what  she  has  done,  we  should  like  to  say,  we 
thank  you,  Miss  Kendall. 

In  November,  1887,  Mr.  W.  J.  McClellan,  of  Baltimore,  published  a  McClellan 
“family  tree”  in  which  the  Samuel  P.  Fidlar  family  had  its  place;  and  this 
“tree”  is  the  only  printed  record  that  embraces  our  family.  Mr.  McClellan  had 
plans  for  some  further  publications,  but  seemingly  they  were  not  carried  out. 

Short  biographical  sketches  are  given  of  some,  and  there  are  some  portraits 
of  members  of  the  family.  There  are  several  pictures  of  the  family  home,  and 
of  the  place  of  business  where  so  many  members  of  the  family  worked.  The 
Jenney  house  here  in  Davenport  is  shown,  and  also  the  houses  in  Chester, 
Vermont,  also  the  home  of  the  Healds.  Following  the  genealogical  pages  of 
this  book  will  be  found  several  short  sketches  telling  about  the  family  home, 
the  place  of  business,  several  of  the  trips  taken,  family  friends  etc.,  of  interest 
to  but  few. 

The  way  to  most  quickly  and  clearly  show  lines  of  descent  is  by  use  of  the 
“family  tree,”  but  the  limits  of  space  on  a  page  restricts  its  use.  Such  charts 
are  made  use  of  to  show  the  main  family  branches,  and  are  followed  by  pages 
of  text  that  give  more  completely  the  genealogies  of  the  different  families. 

The  name  Fidlar  has  been  so  spelled  by  at  least  four  generations,  and  per¬ 
haps  more,  though  there  are  some  branches  of  the  family  that  spell  it  Fidler. 
In  this  record  it  has  been  the  endeavor  to  follow  the  form  used  by  the  person 
mentioned.  The  records  I  have  been  given  of  Timothy  Fidlar,  and  the  account¬ 
ing  papers  in  the  settlement  of  his  estate,  which  papers  are  now  in  my  posses¬ 
sion,  have  the  name  so  written.  A  letter  by  Timothy’s  widow  which  had  the 
name  Fidler  was  sent  to  me  to  read  by  Mrs.  Grosvenor,  and  was  returned  to 
her.  However,  the  parchment  deed  to  land  in  Bedford  County,  Penn.,  which 
Cousin  Bell  had  in  her  possession,  has  the  name  Fidlar,  and  it  is  repeated 
several  times.  Also,  see  the  letter  of  Geo.  Gailey  Chambers. 

The  name  Jenney  is  usually  so  printed,  even  though  the  Isaac  Jenney  to 
whom  we  trace  may  have  spelled  it  Jenne,  that  being  the  way  it  is  on  the 
headstone  in  the  cemetery  at  Grantham,  N.  H.  Of  course,  when  mentioning 
some  person  who  used  the  form  Jenne,  it  is  so  printed. 

Wilbur  F.  Fidlar  never  left  home.  He  was  living  with  his  mother  in  the  home 
on  East  Third  Street,  Davenport,  Iowa,  until  he  was  married,  and  to  there  he 
took  his  bride  and  they  boarded  with  his  mother.  After  they  moved  to  the  home 
on  East  Tenth  Street,  the  mother  lived  with  her  son,  and  it  was  there  that  she 
died  nearly  nineteen  years  later.  And  on  account  of  the  presence  there  of  the 
mother,  the  W.  F.  Fidlar  home  was  a  center  towards  which  all  the  scattered 
members  of  the  family  looked,  and  came  to  see  their  mother.  Uncle  Justin  was 
brought  here  to  this  house  when  he  died,  and  so  was  Aunt  Nettie,  and  Cousin 
John,  and  Aunt  Laura  and  Uncle  Solon.  Aunt  Mary  Miller  was  married  here  in 
this  house  and  so  was  Aunt  Nettie.  And  both  my  sister  Nellie  and  my  brother 
Wilbur  were  married  here.  And  Father  had  Cousin  Bell  come  here  and  live 
while  she  was  attending  No.  1  school.  In  more  than  common  this  home  was 
made  the  Mecca  of  the  Fidlar  family.  And  when  their  time  came,  my  Grand¬ 
mother,  and  Father  and  Mother  were  all  buried  from  this  home. 

The  furtherest  back  it  has  been  able  to  trace  the  Fidlar  line  is  to  Timothy 
Fidlar,*  born  Jan.  6,  1742,  who  lived  in  Hunterdon  County,  New  Jersey,  and 
removed  to  Bedford  County,  Penn.,  and  the  plan  has  been  to  list  all  his  de¬ 
scendants,  but  it  is  far  from  complete. 

On  the  Jenney  side  the  line  was  traced  back  to  Isaac  Jenne  of  Grantham, 
New  Hampshire,  born  May  5,  1743,  and  his  descendants  have  been  listed  as  far 
as  conveniently  could  be  done.  The  line  from  Isaac  Jenney  back  to  the  one  who 
emigrated  to  America  has  been  furnished  by  another,  and  is  herein  printed.

Although  this  record  was  planned  to  cover  the  Fidlar  and  Jenney  families,  it 
is  felt  that  my  Grandmothers’  family  can  not  be  left  out,  and  therefor  the 
Moore  Family  is  included.  And  likewise,  to  include  my  Mother’s  mother’s  side, 
the  Nagel  family  is  brought  into  the  record.  I  do  not  like  to  leave  out  any  of 
the  connections  that  I  have  known  or  have  heard  my  folks  talk  about. 

In  January  of  1909,  Cousin  Miranda  Eaton  visited  us  and  she  told  much  family 
history.  Her  mother  was  Mary  Fidlar,  a  sister  of  the  writer’s  grandfather, 
Samuel  P.  Fidlar.  She  said  that  she  had  heard  her  mother  say  that  her  grand¬ 
father  was  born  in  New  Jersey  and  emigrated  to  Pennsylvania.  Whether  her 
mother’s  father,  John  Fidlar,  was  born  in  New  Jersey  or  Pennsylvania  she 
did  not  know.  John  Fidlar  had  a  farm  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
he  also  was  a  surveyor.  He  was  a  man  who  did  everything,  and  she  remem¬ 
bers  his  having  scales  on  which  he  weighed  calomel  to  give  as  medicine.  His 
farm  was  near  Connelltown  (probably  Connellville) .  In  1808  he  moved  to 
Licking  County,  Ohio,  having  previously  been  out  there  and  selected  the  farm. 
On  returning  he  had  to  blaze  the  trees  in  order  to  find  his  way  back  to  the 
farm.  He  made  the  trip  from  Pennsylvania  to  Ohio,  in  wagons,  leading  cows 
or  having  them  tied  to  the  wagon.  He  had  two  wagons.  On  the  trip,  one  day 
they  ate  breakfast  in  Pennsylvania,  dinner  in  Virginia,  and  supper  in  Ohio. 
When  they  arrived  at  the  farm  he  cut  down  sapplings  and  made  an  enclosure 
in  which  to  protect  his  family  and  also  kept  big  fires  burning  all  night  to  keep 
off  the  wolves  and  panthers  which  were  heard  all  night.  He  commenced  clear¬ 
ing  his  land  and  built  a  log  cabin  which  had  a  stick  chimney  (mud  and  sticks). 
Later  he  built  a  hewed  log  house  which  had  a  stone  chimney.  There  were  lots 
of  stones  on  the  farm.  There  is  a  fine  spring  of  soft  water  on  the  farm,  and 
it  was  this  spring  that  led  him  to  select  it. 

Cousin  Miranda  does  not  remember  the  log  cabin  but  she  remembers  the  hewed 
log  house.  It  had  two  rooms  downstairs  and  two  upstairs,  and  had  a  broad 
open  fireplace.  There  were  stairs  at  one  side  of  the  fireplace.  She  remembers 
her  grandfather  and  grandmother,  and  says  they  were  buried  in  the  cemetery 
at  the  old  Methodist  meeting  house  at  Jacksontown.  Later  her  father  had  the 
remains  removed  to  the  cemetery  at  Newark,  on  a  hill  on  the  road  from  Jack¬ 
sontown  to  Newark  and  had  stones  erected. 

From  memory  she  gave  the  names  of  her  great-grandfather’s  children  as 
follows:  Noah,  Nathan,  Daniel,  John,  Anna,  Sally,  Polly,  and  Betty,  but  does 
not  know  the  order  in  which  they  came.  Says  that  her  grandfather  had  chil¬ 
dren  as  follows:  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  Mary,  Julia  Ann,  Thomas,  Samuel,  Francis; 
Mary  being  her  mother. 

Cousin  Miranda  said  that  her  mother  was  born  in  Connelltown  or  likely  on  a 
farm  near  that  place.  It  was  in  Fayette  County.  She  said  the  farm  must  have 
been  a  hilly  one,  for  she  remembered  the  following  story.  One  of  the  children 
was  sent  to  drive  in  a  cow,  and  for  some  reason  the  cow  got  scared  and  jumped 
and  rolled  over  down  a  precipice.  Whether  the  cow  was  killed  she  does  not 
know,  but  the  act  so  startled  the  child  that  she  exclaimed  “Glory.”  Thereafter 
that  hill  was  called  “Cow’s  Heaven.” 

Cousin  Miranda  told  of  an  incident  that  occurred  on  the  old  Fidlar  farm  in 
Licking  County,  but  whether  in  the  original  log  cabin  or  in  the  hewed  log 
house  she  did  not  know.  Her  mother  was  feeding  her  sister  Julia,  then  a  child, 
when  a  copperhead  snake  came  through  the  puncheon  floor  and  bit  her  on  the 
foot.  Her  father  (John  Fidlar)  was  present,  and  he  seized  a  pair  of  tongs  and 
caught  the  snake  and  held  it  in  the  fire  in  the  open  fireplace  until  it  was  dead; 
at  the  same  time  giving  instructions  for  applying  to  the  bite  onions  and  salt. 

When  the  writer  (F.  S.  .F.)  came  with  the  firm,  Egbert,  Fidlar  &  Chambers, 
Simon  Gorman  was  foreman  of  the  pressroom.  It  probably  was  in  the  early 
1920’s  that  the  writer  interviewed  him  regarding  the  early  days  of  the  firm, 
and  he  told  the  following:

WILBUR  W.  FIDLAR 

Born  March  3,  1877  —  Died  November  14,  1945 


A.  P.  Luse  first  had  his  printing  office  on  the  east  side  of  Brady  Street,  on  the 
north  side  of  the  alley  between  Front  and  Second  Streets.  An  alligator  press 
was  the  only  press  he  had  (Mr.  Gorman  lost  a  couple  of  fingers  in  this  press). 
Mr.  Lane  came  and  bought  an  interest  in  the  business,  and  it  was  moved  into 
the  LeClaire  Hall,  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Second  and  Brady  Streets,  where 
they  had  a  couple  of  rooms  on  the  second  floor. 

From  there  they  moved  over  to  the  east  side  of  Perry  Street  and  built  the 
building  at  No.  55.  Hiram  Price  came  into  the  concern,  and  was  the  “Co.”  of 
the  firm  Luse,  Lane  &  Co.  They  bought  an  Adams  press,  and  also  a  Hoe, 
which  gave  them  three  presses.  Mr.  Lane  was  a  binder,  and  he  both  ruled  and 
finished.  The  building  on  Perry  Street  was  three  stories,  but  the  upper  floors 
did  not  go  back  as  deep  as  the  ground  floor.  The  office  and  stock  occupied  the 
ground  floor  as  far  back  as  the  building  was  three  stories,  and  the  pressroom 
was  on  the  ground  floor  in  the  one  story  rear  part.  The  composing  room  was 
on  the  second  floor,  and  the  bindery  on  the  third  floor.  He  said  there  was  a 
one  story  room  immediately  to  the  north  at  the  rear  in  which  were  kept  books, 
etc.  looked  after  by  Mr.  Day. 

From  Perry  Street  the  firm  moved  to  317  &  319  Brady  Street,  into  a  two 
story  building  on  land  leased  from  Isreal  Hall.  Here  they  remained  until  1889, 
when  they  moved  to  118  &  120  East  Fourth  Street  into  a  four  story  building 
they  had  arected.  A  few  years  before  the  expiration  of  their  lease  of  the 
Brady  Street  property  the  firm  bought  75  foot  frontage  on  East  Fourth  Street, 
the  frame  house  on  the  property  having  at  one  time  been  the  home  of  J.  P. 
Van  Patten.  The  35  feet  next  to  the  alley  being  all  the  land  they  needed  they 
sold  the  adjoining  40  feet  to  John  L.  Mason  who  wanted  to  put  up  a  building 
for  his  carriage  building  establishment. 

Mr.  Mason  and  the  firm  of  E.  F.  &  C.  put  up  their  buildings  at  the  same  time, 
having  the  same  architect  and  contractors.  They  thought  that  it  would  look 
better  to  have  the  75  foot  front  appear  as  one  building  instead  of  two  separate 
narrow  buildings.  The  architect  was  J.  W.  Ross.  He  came  from  Massachusetts 
and  was  in  the  navy  in  the  Civil  War.  He  had  a  son  John  who  was  in  his 
fathers’  office  at  the  time,  and  he  carved  the  five  stone  capitols  of  the  building. 
He  was  in  high  school  with  the  writer,  as  also  was  his  sister  Edith. 

Notes  from  an  old  time  book  of  Luse  &  Griggs.  The  first  entry  is  for  the 
week  ending  June  3,  1867,  and  the  first  name  in  the  book  is  W.  Fidlar.  The 
next  name  is  W.  H.  Harner,  and  then  Wm.  Don.  Down  the  page,  evidently  as 
a  foreman,  appears  the  name  M.  Parrott.  S.  Gorman’s  name  appears,  W. 
Chambers  is  on  the  roll  evidently  as  a  boy. 

The  last  date  on  which  W.  F.  Fidlar  is  on  the  roll  is  Feb.  3,  1873.  The  next 
week  the  name  of  S.  Sears  heads  the  list.  The  book  runs  to  October  1882,  and 
in  July  and  August  appears  the  name  F.  Fidlar.  Evidently  the  writer  of  this 
was  putting  in  part  of  his  vacation  there  at  $2.00  per  week.  Miss  Fidlar 
appears  at  different  times  in  the  book,  and  at  one  time  the  name  J.  B.  Fidlar. 

From  later  time  books — The  name  of  S.  Sears  last  appeared  for  week  ending 
Dec.  24,  1888.  L.  B.  Driffel  came  in  Dec.  1882. 

F.  S.  Fidlar  for  week  ending  Jan.  23,  1888,  and  continuously,  thereafter,  W.  W. 
Fidlar  for  one  week  in  July  1892,  and  next  in  October  1893;  was  in  the  bindery 
in  August  1895,  and  in  the  printing  office  in  September  of  that  year.  In  the 
bindery  in  February  1896.  Will  Chambers  came  in  August  1894. 

When  the  writer  (F.  S.  F.)  started  to  work  there  was  a  ten  hour  day  (7  to  12 
and  1  to  6)  a  six  day  week.  Wages  varied  according  to  the  work  and  the  skill 
and  experience  of  the  worker,  so  that  it  is  difficult  to  give  a  true  picture  of 
the  wages  paid,  but  the  statement  that  a  journeyman  printer  was  paid  $12.00 
per  week  will  be  informative.

SAMUEL  PARKER  FIDLAR 


Samuel  Parker  Fidlar  was  born  June  25,  1803,  in  Fayette  County,  Penn., 
being  the  fifth  child  of  John  and  Ann  Fidlar,  but  lived  the  greater  part  of  his 
life  in  Licking  County,  Ohio,  whither  his  parents  removed  in  1808,  settling 
on  a  farm  to  the  south  of  Jacksontown. 

On  May  19,  1829,  Mr.  Fidlar  married  Emily  Baldwin,  who  died  Sept.  30,  1834, 
and  is  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Hebron. 

On  February  9,  1836,  he  married  Maria  McKeen  Moore,  the  wedding  being  in 
Hebron,  Ohio,  at  the  home  of  the  bride’s  sister,  Mrs.  Thomas  Holmes,  and  to 
this  union  there  were  born  seven  children,  one  of  whom  died  in  infancy. 

The  two  older  children  were  born  at  Jacksontown,  at  which  place  Mr.  Fidlar 
kept  a  hotel,  that  point  then  being  the  end  of  a  run  on  the  National  Road.  The 
other  children  were  born  at  Hebron,  Ohio,  at  which  place  Mr.  Fidlar  had  a 
tailor  shop.  In  order  to  give  his  children  better  educational  advantages  he 
moved  to  Delaware,  Ohio,  where  he  lived  for,  perhaps,  five  years.  While  there 
he  kept  hotel  —  the  Delaware  House. 

From  Delaware  he  removed  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  where  he  arrived  the  eve¬ 
ning  of  April  7,  1859,  and  which  was  his  home  for  the  balance  of  his  life.  For  a 
time  he  was  mail  agent  on  a  boat  running  between  Davenport  and  Keokuk. 

Mr.  Fidlar  belonged  to  the  Methodist  Church,  and  was  very  active  in  church 
work.  When  in  Hebron  he  was  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  his 
home  was  made  the  headquarters  of  preachers  when  visiting  in  the  town.  He 
belonged  to  the  Masonic  fraternity,  being  a  member  of  the  Lodge  and  Chapter. 

His  death  occurred  May  8,  1864,  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  and  he  was  buried  in 
Oakdale  Cemetery. 


MRS.  SAMUEL  P.  FIDLAR 

Maria  McKeen  Moore  was  born  Sept.  21,  1810,  in  Washington,  Guernsey 
County,  Ohio,  being  the  eighth  child  of  William  and  Elizabeth  (McClellan) 
Moore.  Her  parents  died  while  she  was  young,  and  for  a  time  she  lived  with 
her  sister  Mrs.  Satterthwait,  and  later  with  her  sister  Jane  Wilson.  Later  she 
lived  with  her  brother  Milton,  wrho  was  a  tailor  and  had  a  shop  in  Newark, 
Ohio. 

On  Feb.  9,  1836,  she  was  married  to  Samuel  P.  Fidlar.  She  survived  her  hus¬ 
band  nearly  twenty-seven  years,  and  died  at  the  home  of  son  Wilbur,  Daven¬ 
port,  Iowa,  March  3,  1891,  and  was  buried  in  Oakdale  Cemetery. 


JUSTIN  HUFF  FIDLAR 

Justin  Huff  Fidlar  was  born  Jan.  4,  1837,  at  Jacksontown,  Ohio,  being  the 
oldest  child  of  Samuel  P.  and  Maria  M.  Fidlar.  He  attended  the  public  schools 
when  the  family  lived  in  Hebron,  and  when  they  lived  in  Delaware  he  attended 
the  Ohio  Wesleyan  College.  He  learned  the  work  of  cleaning  and  dyeing  men’s 
clothes,  and  then  followed  this  line  of  work  for  himself  for  a  time,  going  out 
to  Davenport,  Iowa,  whither  his  uncle,  Thomas  Holmes,  had  moved.  He  was 
express  messenger  on  the  boat  between  Davenport  and  Keokuk  for  a  time,  but 
left  this  service  soon  after  his  marriage  and  settled  at  New  Boston,  Ill.,  and 
went  to  farming.  His  marriage  was  on  Oct.  7,  1863,  to  Laura  McLean,  and  to 
them  were  born  three  children.  His  death  occured  April  4,  1875,  at  New'  Boston, 
Ill.,  and  burial  was  in  Oakdale  Cemetery  at  Davenport,  Iowa.

John  Bines  Fidlar  was  born  May  16,  1839,  at  Jacksontown,  Ohio,  being  the 
second  child  of  Samuel  P.  and  Maria  M.  Fidlar.  The  family  moving  to  Hebron, 
Ohio,  he  attended  the  public  schools  there,  and  when  they  lived  in  Delaware 
he  attended  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  College.  He  came  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  with  the 
family  in  April  1859.  He  went  to  Burlington,  Iowa,  and  worked  as  express 
messenger  on  the  C.  B.  and  Q.  Ry.,  and  while  there  he  enlisted  in  the  army. 
He  enlisted  August  14,  1862,  as  a  private,  in  Company  D,  25th  Iowa  Vol.  In¬ 
fantry.  Promoted  to  1st  sergeant,  commissioned  as  2nd  Lieut.,  and  later  as 
1st  Lieut.  He  was  at  the  Siege  of  Vicksburg,  and  also  at  the  Siege  of  Atlanta, 
and  was  in  Sherman’s  March  to  the  Sea.  Was  in  the  Grand  Review  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  after  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  wounded  in  the  left  forearm 
with  gunshot  at  Cherokee  Station. 

Sept.  16,  1868,  he  married  R.  Lovenia  Harper,  at  Burlington,  Iowa,  and  to 
them  was  born  one  son.  Returning  to  Davenport  for  residence  he  secured  a 
position  at  the  First  National  Bank,  and  for  years  was  cashier  of  that  institu¬ 
tion.  Later  he  was  in  the  insurance  business.  His  death  occured  March  22,  1897, 
and  burial  was  in  Oakdale  Cemetery. 


WILBER  FISK  FIDLAR 

Wilber  Fisk  Fidlar  was  born  August  30,  1841,  at  Hebron,  Ohio,  being  the 
third  child  of  Samuel  P.  and  Maria  M.  Fidlar.  He  lived  in  Hebron,  attending 
the  public  schools  until  the  family  removed  to  Delaware,  Ohio,  in  1854.  Here  he 
attended  school  for  a  time  but  soon  went  to  work.  For  more  than  a  year  he 
worked  for  a  Mr.  Lamb  in  a  bakery. 

In  1859  the  family  moved  from  Delaware,  Ohio,  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  arriving 
April  7th.  On  May  7th  he  secured  employment  with  the  printing  and  book¬ 
binding  firm  of  Luse,  Lane  &  Co.,  his  work  being  in  the  bindery.  Here  he 
industriously  applied  himself,  learning  the  bookbinders  trade,  and  in  time  be¬ 
came  the  foreman  of  the  bindery.  There  were  several  changes  in  the  firm, 
and  on  January  31,  1873,  it  became  Day,  Egbert  &  Fidlar.  In  May,  1877,  it 
became  Egbert,  Fidlar  &  Chambers,  and  after  Col.  Egbert’s  death  in  1901  it 
became  Fidlar  &  Chambers.  The  business  was  thus  continued  until  July  1, 
1919,  when  both  partners  retired,  Mr.  Fidlar  turning  his  interest  over  to  his 
two  sons,  the  business  being  continued  under  the  same  name. 

On  January  10,  1867,  Mr.  Fidlar  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Lois 
Susannah  Jenney,  a  native  of  Davenport,  Iowa,  to  which  union  were  born  four 
children — Frank  S.,  Sarah  Davies,  Helen  Maria,  and  Wilbur  Walker.  Early 
in  life  Mr.  Fidlar  united  with  the  Methodist  Church,  and  for  years  was  a 
trustee  of  the  First  M.  E.  Church  of  Davenport,  Iowa. 

Mr.  Fidlar  was  very  active  in  Masonry.  He  was  made  a  Master  Mason  in 
Davenport,  Lodge  No.  37,  in  the  year  1864,  and  was  a  member  of  this  Lodge 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  member  of  Davenport  Chapter,  No.  16,  and 
of  St.  Simon  of  Cyrene  Commandery,  No.  9,  and  also  of  Zeraphath  Consistory. 
He  was  a  thirty-third  degree  Mason.  He  belonged  to  the  Shrine,  the  Grotto, 
and  also  was  a  member  of  Davenport  Chapter  No.  178,  O.  E.  S.  For  several 
years  he  was  Worshipful  Master  of  Davenport  Lodge,  was  High  Priest  of 
Davenport  Chapter,  and  was  Emminent  Commander  of  his  Commandery.  He 
also  served  as  Illustrious  Potentate  of  Kaaba  Temple.  At  one  time  he  was 
Senior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  and  he  also  held  the  office 
of  Grand  Generalissimo  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Iowa. 

Mr.  Fidlar  was  a  resident  of  Davenport  continuously  since  coming  here  in 
1859,  but  his  death  occured  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Nov.  23,  1919,  he  having  gone 
there  to  see  his  son  Wilbur  receive  his  33rd  degree  in  Masonry.  Burial  was  in 
the  family  lot  in  Oakdale  Cemetery,  Davenport,  Iowa.

Wilber  Fisk  Fidlar  was  born  August  30,  1841,  in  Hebron,  Ohio,  being  a  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  P.  Fidlar.  When  he  was  about  seven  years  of  age  the 
family  moved  to  Delaware,  Ohio,  which  was  home  until  1859.  His  education 
was  in  the  public  schools,  but  he  did  not  continue  in  school  as  long  as  he  might, 
being  ambitious  to  get  to  work.  The  work  at  which  he  was  employed  for  the 
longest  time  was  in  the  bakery  of  Mr.  Lamb. 

In  the  spring  of  1859  the  family  moved  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  Wilbur  being  one 
of  the  family,  the  date  of  arrival,  being  April  7,  1859.  The  journey  was  made 
by  railroad,  via  Crestline,  Ohio,  and  Chicago,  Illinois. 

Leaving  Chicago  at  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning  they  arrived  here  in  Daven¬ 
port  at  seven  o’clock  in  the  evening  of  April  7,  1859. 

The  son,  Justin,  had  been  in  Davenport  for  some  time  before  the  family 
came,  and  had  been  asked  to  secure  a  house  for  the  family  to  have  on  arrival 
but  this  had  not  been  done.  The  first  night  in  Davenport  was  spent  at  the 
home  of  a  relative,  Thomas  Holmes,  who  lived  at  the  south-east  corner  of 
Locust  and  Main  Street. 

Over  the  years  the  work  of  Mr.  Fidlar  changed  and  was  varied.  Not  regular¬ 
ly  but  occasionally  he  made  trips  out  of  the  city.  The  firm  doing  considerable 
business  in  Illinois,  he  made  many  trips  to  Rock  Island  and  Moline.  The  firm 
had  a  horse  and  buggy,  the  first  horse  remembered  being  a  fine  sorrel  mare 
named  Kitty.  Age  finally  got  the  better  of  her  and  she  had  to  be  retired  to  a 
farm.  She  was  followed  by  a  black  horse  named  John. 

As  there  would  be  plenty  of  snow  on  the  ground  and  the  river  would  be 
frozen  over  for  considerable  length  of  time,  sleighs  were  better  to  use  than  a 
wheel  vehicle. 

The  firm  had  a  set  of  runners  made  by  Mason’s  Carriage  Works,  E.  F.  &  C’s 
next  door  neighbor,  that  could  be  put  on  the  buggy  in  place  of  the  wheels.  At 
one  time,  a  friend  had  an  unused  box-type  bobsled  which  the  firm  had  the  use  of. 

On  May  7,  1859,  one  month  from  the  day  he  arrived  in  Davenport,  Wilbur 
Fidlar  started  to  work  in  the  bindery  of  Luse,  Lane  &  Co.  He  had  been  told 
by  his  Uncle  Thomas  Holmes  that  they  wanted  a  boy  there.  Without  any 
thought  that  the  work  was  for  more  than  a  few  days,  he  started  on  what 
proved  to  be  his  life-time  work.  Applying  himself  to  the  work  he  became  a 
skilled  workman,  then  the  foreman  of  the  bindery,  and  in  time  became  a  part¬ 
ner  in  the  business.  The  place  of  business  was  55  Perry  Street,  and  the  firm 
was  composed  of  A.  P.  Luse,  E.  Y.  Lane,  and  Hiram  Price. 

Established  in  1854  the  business  has  been  carried  on  under  different  names 
and  ownerships.  Luse  &  Coles;  A.  P.  Luse  &  Co.;  Luse,  Lane  &  Co.;  Luse  & 
Griggs;  Griggs,  Watson  &  Day;  Day,  Egbert  &  Fidlar;  Egbert,  Fidlar  & 
Chambers;  and  Fidlar  &  Chambers.  The  first  place  of  business  was  on  the 
east  side  of  Brady  Street,  between  Front  and  Second  Streets,  and  from  there 
it  moved  into  quarters  in  LeClaire  Hall,  northwest  corner  of  Brady  &  Second 
Streets.  Then  it  was  moved  to  the  east  side  of  Perry  Street,  south  of  Third 
Street.  The  next  move  was  to  the  east  side  of  Brady  Street,  between  Third 
and  Fourth  Streets,  and  from  there  the  business  was  moved  to  the  north  side 
of  East  Fourth  Streets,  between  Brady  and  Perry  Streets.  The  business  has 
been  book  and  job  printing  and  binding,  blank  book  making,  and  dealing  in 
office  supplies.  At  one  time  school  and  other  books  were  handled.  Some  publica¬ 
tion  work  has  been  done,  and  for  years  nearly  all  of  the  Masonic  publications 
in  the  state  were  printed  by  the  firm. 

As  this  business  was  to  be  of  much  importance  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Fidlar  family,  it  seems  fitting  that  some  account  of  the  history  of  the  estab-

lishment  be  recorded.  The  business  was  established  in  1854  by  A.  P.  Luse,  and 
the  City  Directory  of  1855  has  an  announcement  page  dated  May  1855,  and 
the  imprint  “Printed  by  Luse  &  Coles,  Printers  and  Binders,  Brady  Street, 
over  the  Post  Office.” 

In  the  directory  are  the  names  of  the  partners,  A.  P.  Luse  and  Wm.  M. 
Coles;  and  the  location  of  the  post  office  is  given  as  on  the  east  side  of  Brady 
Street  between  Second  and  Front. 

The  City  Directory  of  1856-57  has  the  imprint  of  A.  P.  Luse  &  Co.,  and  on 
the  back  cover  is  an  ad  of  A.  P.  Luse  &  Co.,  and  the  name  of  the  partners  are 
given  as  H.  Price  and  A.  P.  Luse.  In  the  directory,  H.  Price  is  listed  as  of  the 
firm  of  A.  P.  Luse  &  Co.  and  as  the  Secretary  of  the  M.  &  M.  R.R.  The  City 
Directory  of  1860  has  the  imprint  Luse,  Lane  &  Co.  1859  (A.  P.  Luse,  E.  Y. 
Lane,  and  Hiram  Price)  55  Perry  Street. 

The  City  Directory  of  1861-1862,  and  also  that  of  1863,  has  the  imprint  of 
Luse,  Lane  &  Co.  and  the  members  of  the  firm  are  given  as  A.  P.  Luse,  E.  Y. 
Lane,  and  F.  H.  Griggs. 

The  1863  directory  has  an  ad  of  the  firm,  giving  the  names  of  the  partners 
and  also  the  location,  the  same  as  the  preceding  year. 

When  the  river  was  frozen  good  and  solid  it  was  the  usual  thing  to  drive 
across  on  the  ice  instead  of  crossing  on  the  government  bridge. 

His  father  being  a  Blue  Lodge  and  a  Chapter  Mason,  and  different  member 
of  the  firm  for  which  he  worked  being  a  member  of  the  Order,  it  was  only 
natural  that  he  should  become  interested  in  Masonry.  He  was  instated  Decem¬ 
ber  21,  1863,  in  Davenport  Lodge  No.  37,  and  in  a  few  months  he  was  a  Master 
Mason.  In  1865  he  was  Senior  Deacon.  He  was  Worshipful  Master  of  the  Lodge 
for  four  years,  1896,  1897,  1898,  and  1899.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Chapter 
and  of  the  Commandery,  and  was  elected  to  highest  office  in  each.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Shrine,  and  one  year  he  was  elected  Illustrious  Potentate.  He 
belonged  to  the  Consistory,  and  was  a  33  degree  Mason.  He  belonged  to  the 
Order  of  Constantine.  He  belonged  to  the  Grotto,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

For  many  years  he  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  the  Grand  Commandery  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  the  latter 
being  the  Grand  Encampment  at  Spirit  Lake. 

He  and  Prof.  T.  S.  Parvin,  for  many  years,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Iowa,  were  special  friends.  On  a  number  of  occasions  when  in  the 
city  for  over  night  he  would  stay  at  the  home  of  Mr.  Fidlar,  his  visits  being 
pleasant  happenings  to  the  children  of  the  household. 

Although  he  was  not  Master  of  the  Lodge  when  either  of  his  sons  was 
initiated,  it  was  his  pleasure  to  act  as  Worshipful  Master  on  both  occasions. 
His  son  Frank  acted  as  Senior  Deacon  when  Wilbur  was  initiated. 

In  politics  he  was  a  Republican,  and  took  an  active  interest  in  affairs  but 
without  seeking  any  office.  In  the  1880’s  he  was  alderman  of  the  Sixth  Ward 
for  one  term. 

Accompanied  by  his  son  Wilbur,  he  went  to  Des  Moines  on  the  early  morn¬ 
ing  train  Saturday,  November  22,  1919,  where  he  saw  his  son  receive  the  33rd 
degree  in  Masonry.  Feeling  fatigued  he  did  not  return  home  that  evening  as 
intended.  In  the  morning  he  suffered  a  heart  attack,  and  so  passed  away  in 
his  room  at  the  Fort  Des  Moines  Hotel.  The  remains  were  brought  to  Daven¬ 
port  and  to  the  family  home  at  918  East  Tenth  Street. 

Funeral  services  Wednesday  afternoon  at  the  home  were  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  Frank  Cole  of  St.  John’s  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  after  which  the 
remains  were  taken  to  the  Masonic  Temple  where  there  were  Masonic  Services 
in  the  Corinthian  hall,  conducted  by  Louis  Block.  Burial  was  in  the  family  lot 
in  Oakdale  Cemetery.

MRS.  WILBER  FISK  FIDLAR 


Mrs.  W.  F.  Fidlar  was  born  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  Oct.  10,  1844,  being  the 
only  child  of  Stephen  P.  and  Catharine  (Nagel)  Jenney,  and  was  named  Lois 
Susannah  Jenney. 

After  her  mothers  death  in  1846  she  was  taken  to  her  maternal  grand¬ 
parent’s  home  in  Wilkes  Barre,  Pa.,  her  Aunt  Sarah  coming  to  Davenport  for 
her.  Her  father  died  in  1848,  and  he  left  her  in  the  care  of  his  brother  Josiah, 
who  went  back  to  Penn,  for  her.  The  return  trip  was  made  by  boat,  down  the 
Ohio  and  up  the  Mississippi,  incidents  of  the  trip  being  remembered  by  Mrs. 
Fidlar. 

The  death  of  her  Aunt  Abigail  after  a  few  years  brought  many  changes. 
Her  education  was  secured  in  various  private  schools  and  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  city,  she  being  a  member  of  the  first  class  of  the  Davenport  High  School. 
She  taught  for  a  few  years  in  the  public  schools. 

After  the  marriage  of  her  daughter  Sarah  to  Charles  Munger,  of  Monrovia, 
Calif.,  she  made  several  visits  there,  but  only  for  a  few  months  at  a  time.  At 
different  times  she  made  her  home  with  her  Uncle  Cheney  Munger,  her  Auntie 
Walker,  and  with  her  guardian,  Hon.  John  L.  Davies,  at  whose  home  she  was 
living  at  the  time  of  her  marriage,  Jan.  10,  1867,  to  Wilber  F.  Fidlar. 

Mrs.  Fidlar  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  active  in  its  work. 
She  served  as  treasurer  of  the  Ladies  Aid  Society  and  as  president  at  a  time 
when  some  of  the  most  important  work  was  being  undertaken.  An  early  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Club  of  ’89,  she  has  been  much  interested  in  its  work  and  held  all 
the  different  offices. 


JULIA  FRANCES  FIDLAR  EARHART 

Julia  Frances  Fidlar  was  born  January  22,  1844,  in  Hebron,  Ohio,  being  the 
fourth  child  of  Samuel  P.  and  Maria  M.  Fidlar.  She  went  to  the  public  school 
in  Hebron,  and  when  the  family  moved  to  Delaware  she  went  to  the  public 
school  there  for  a  short  time.  Also  went  to  the  preparatory  department  of  the 
University  (Female  Seminary)  for  a  time,  and  then  went  to  a  private  school 
taught  by  Mrs.  Murray.  After  the  family  came  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  she  at¬ 
tended  the  public  schools,  and  went  to  the  High  School  for  three  years.  She 
taught  in  the  Davenport  public  schools  for  six  years. 

She  was  married  Oct.  20,  1868,  to  Rev.  Robert  N.  Earhart,  a  minister  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  then  located  at  West  Union,  Iowa.  In  the 
work  of  the  ministry  they  lived  at  Independence,  Toledo,  Waterloo,  Manchester, 
Osage,  Tipton,  and  other  places.  On  account  of  failing  health,  Mr.  Earhart 
retired  from  active  work  in  1901  and  removed  to  Davenport,  where  he  died 
July  29,  1907. 

After  their  removal  to  Davenport,  they  built  the  house  at  101  Arlington 
Ave.  for  their  home.  After  Mr.  Earhart’s  death,  Mrs.  Earhart  continued  to 
live  there,  but  eventually  made  her  home  with  her  son  in  Columbia,  Ohio, 
which  is  where  she  died.  Burial  was  in  Oakdale  Cemetery,  Davenport,  Iowa. 

She  was  not  known  by  her  given  name  Julia,  but  was  called  Frank.  To  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Earhart  was  born  one  child,  Robert  Francis  Earhart,  who  was  born 
February  2,  1873,  at  Toledo,  Iowa. 

The  High  School  commencement  exercises  were  held  in  the  Baptist  Church, 
southwest  corner  of  East  Fourth  &  Perry  Street.  Probably  all  the  members  of 
the  class  had  orations  or  papers  to  deliver,  and  that  of  Lois  Jenney  was  on  a 
new  system  or  method  by  a  well  known  educator  of  Switzerland.  Of  course 
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W.  F.  Fidlar  at  his  desk  at  the  east  side  of  the  double  desk.  Mr.  Walter 
Chambers  had  the.  west  side  of  the  desk.  December  3,  1907.

the  newspapers  took  note  of  the  occasion,  and  in  reporting  said  that  all  the 
papers  delivered  by  the  graduating  class  were  worthy  of  being  published  in 
full,  but  that  space  would  not  permit  of  this  and  that  only  one  could  be  printed, 
and  that  was  the  paper  by  Lois  Jenney.  This  was  printed  in  full  in  the  Daven¬ 
port  Gazette. 


SOLON  HOLMES  FIDLAR 

Solon  Holmes  Fidlar  was  born  March  18,  1846,  in  Hebron,  Ohio,  being  the 
fifth  child  of  Samuel  P.  and  Maria  M.  Fidlar.  He  went  to  the  public  schools 
in  Hebron  and  Delaware,  Ohio,  and  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  in  the  latter  place 
attended  high  school.  In  occupation  his  employment  was  varied.  For  a  time 
he  lived  in  Troy,  Ohio,  while  connected  with  an  agricultural  implement  factory. 
He  kept  hotel  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  also  in  Wilbur,  Neb.,  and  later  traveled 
for  a  Dubuque  mattress  factory,  and  for  a  time  lived  in  Dubuque.  Later  he 
moved  to  Des  Moines,  and  made  that  place  his  home  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

April  17,  1872,  he  married  Mary  A.  Fluke,  of  Williamsburg,  Penn.,  at 
Williamsburg,  Penn.,  and  they  had  two  children,  both  born  at  Davenport,  Iowa. 
Her  death  occurred  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  on  Aug.  14,  1886,  following  his  return 
to  this  place  from  Troy,  Ohio. 

On  Sept.  7,  1887,  he  married  Angelina  L.  G.  Hopkins,  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
to  who  was  born  one  son,  Gerard  Wilbur  Fidlar,  on  Nov.  12,  1888,  while  they 
were  living  in  Wilbur,  Neb. 

Being  too  young  to  enlist  earlier,  he  was  finally  allowed  to  enlist  in  the  44th 
Iowa  Vol.  Infantry,  of  which  regiment  Col.  Henry  Egbert  was  the  Lieut. 
Colonel,  and  he  had  some  service  in  guarding  the  railroad  and  saw  some  skir¬ 
mishing.  On  march  out  from  the  landing  at  Memphis  he  had  a  sunstroke,  and 
while  he  soon  got  over  it,  it  probably  had  a  lasting  effect. 

For  many  years  his  health  was  poor.  His  death  occurred  March  23,  1918, 
at  his  home  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  burial  was  made  in  Oakdale  Cemetery, 
Davenport,  Iowa. 


MARY  GENET  FIDLAR  HOWARD 

Mary  Genet  Fidlar  was  born  January  4,  1849,  in  Hebron,  Ohio,  being  the 
sixth  child  of  Samuel  P.  and  Maria  M.  Fidlar.  She  attended  the  public  schools 
in  Delaware,  Ohio,  and  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  and  for  a  time  went  to  the  high 
school. 

She  was  married  January  2,  1879,  to  Henry  H.  Howard,  the  ceremony  being 
in  Davenport,  Iowa,  and  for  a  few  years  lived  in  Charles  City,  Iowa.  They  then 
removed  to  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  which  was  her  home  for  a  few  years. 

For  a  time  she  lived  in  Chicago,  and  returning  to  Davenport  she  became 
the  secretary  of  the  Associated  Charities,  and  was  engaged  in  this  work  at 
the  time  of  her  death.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  very 
active  in  its  work. 

Her  death  occurred  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  May  11,  1897.  Complying  with  her 
request,  she  was  cremated  and  the  ashes  deposited  in  her  mother’s  grave  in 
Oakdale  Cemetery. 

In  1896  she  made  a  trip  to  Europe,  which  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  her. 

She  was  called  by  the  name  Nettie. 
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Wilbur  F.  Fidlar  and  his  partner,  Walter  Chambers,  in  their  office  at 
118  and  120  East  Fourth  Street,  Davenport,  Iowa.  June  19,  1915.  (Note 
their  neighbor  across  the  street,  as  shown  through  the  window.

Bell  Fidlar  Lloyd  was  born  August  29,  1865,  in  New  Boston,  Illinois,  being 
the  oldest  child  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Justin  H.  Fidlar.  Later  her  parents  moved 
onto  a  farm  nearby,  which  was  her  home  until  her  marriage,  after  which  the 
couple  moved  to  Nebraska. 

In  order  that  she  might  have  better  schooling  than  could  be  had  in  New 
Boston,  her  Uncle  Wilber  had  her  come  up  to  Davenport  two  successive  school 
years  and  live  with  his  family  while  she  went  to  No.  1  School.  While  here,  she 
occupied  the  front  room,  upstairs,  with  her  Grandmother. 

Among  her  school  friends  were  Kate  Hodges,  who  lived  on  Thirteenth  Street, 
and  Burney  Ragland,  who  had  come  from  the  South  and  lived  in  the  home  of 
lawyer  Whit  Grant,  a  relative.  It  was  after  her  that  Bell  named  her  first-born 
daughter. 

Returning  home  from  Davenport,  she  taught  school  for  a  short  time,  and  on 
February  24,  1886,  she  was  married  to  Benjamin  B.  Lloyd,  and  they  removed 
to  Nebraska  and  engaged  in  farming. 

For  many  years  their  home  was  a  few  miles  west  of  Elm  Creek,  the  house 
being  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Platte  River,  where  they  had  farm  land.  They 
also  had  a  large  island  in  the  river  from  which  they  harvested  large  crops  of 
hay.  In  the  summer  of  1914  the  writer  of  these  lines  had  the  pleasure  of  visit¬ 
ing  his  Cousin  Bell  in  her  farm  home,  and  on  his  part  the  visit  has  been  re¬ 
membered  with  great  pleasure.  He  was  shown  and  told  about  everything  of 
interest  to  him,  even  to  the  prairie  dogs  whose  homes  were  in  a  big  pasture. 
After  Mr.  Lloyd’s  death  she  continued  in  the  old  home  for  some  years,  and 
then  gave  up  the  farm  and  moved  into  Elm  Creek,  which  was  her  home  for 
the  rest  of  her  life.  Her  death  came  May  5,  1940,  in  Huntington,  West  Virginia, 
where  she  was  on  a  visit  at  the  home  of  her  daughter  Laura  L.  Cunningham. 
Burial  was  in  the  cemetery  at  Elm  Creek,  Nebraska. 

Frank  S.  Fidlar  was  born  August  24,  1868,  in  Davenport,  Iowa.  He  attended 
the  public  schools  in  the  city,  and  after  graduating  from  the  High  School  he 
attended  the  J.  C.  Duncan  Business  College  for  a  few  months. 

He  then  went  to  work  in  the  office  of  Egbert,  Fidlar  &  Chambers,  printers, 
bookbinders  and  stationers,  and  this  proved  to  be  a  life-time  job  for  he  has  been 
with  it  continuously  since  then  except  for  the  months  he  was  in  the  army  as  a 
member  of  Company  B,  50th  Iowa  Infantry. 

Over  the  years  many  changes  came  to  the  personnel  of  the  establishment 
until  now  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Fidlar  family.  More  than  thirty  years  ago 
Mr.  Fidlar  became  president  of  the  company,  which  position  he  still  holds. 
Getting  down  to  the  office  fairly  early  every  morning,  he  stays  until  almost 
the  last  one  to  leave  but  does  not  do  too  much  work.  The  hard  work  and 
responsibilities  have  largely  been  shifted  to  his  nephew,  Wilbur  F.  Cannon. 

Mr.  Fidlar  has  long  been  affiliated  with  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  being  a 
member  of  the  Lodge,  Chapter,  Council  and  Consistory.  He  also  is  a  member 
of  the  Shrine.  A  life-long  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  he  also  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Walter  G.  Nagel  Camp,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Wilbur  Walker  Fidlar  was  born  March  3,  1877,  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  being 
the  youngest  child  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilber  Fisk  Fidlar.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  the  city  and  also  went  to  the  J.  C.  Duncan  Davenport  Business 
College. 

Going  to  work  in  the  bindery  of  Fidlar  &  Chambers  he  learned  the  book 
binders  trade,  and  continued  to  work  there,  in  time  being  the  foreman  of  the 
bindery,  and  when  his  father  retired,  becoming  a  partner  in  the  business. 
When  the  business  was  incorporated  he  was  elected  vice  president  of  the 
company. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  and  was  greatly  interested  in 
the  work  and  was  elected  to  the  highest  office  in  the  Blue  Lodge,  the  Chapter

Miss  Sudlow,  born  July  11,  1831  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y„  died  June  8,  1922 
in  Davenport,  Iowa.  The  first  woman  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools, 
she  was  the  author  of  a  text  book,  “Language  Lessons,”  used  in  our 
public  schools,  and  which  was  published  by  Egbert,  Fidlar  &  Chambers. 
Miss  Sudlow  was  a  sister  of  Mrs.  Henry  Egbert. 


and  the  Commandery.  He  also  was  active  in  the  work  of  the  Scottish  Rite, 
and  was  for  some  years  the  deputy  of  the  Inspector  General  for  Iowa. 

He  was  honored  with  the  Honorary  33rd  degree  in  Masonry,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,  and  appendant  orders.  He  was  a 
member  of  Mohassan  Grotto  and  a  life  member  of  Kaaba  Temple  Shrine. 

On  Feb.  28,  1913  he  was  married  to  Miss  Bertha  Louise  Morgan. 

His  death  from  a  heart  disease  occurred  November  14,  1945,  and  burial  was 
in  Oakdale  Cemetery. 

Wilbur  Fidlar  Cannon  was  born  June  3,  1907,  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  and  on 
July  10,  1930  he  married  Marian  Leonora  Taft.  He  attended  Davenport  public 
schools,  graduating  from  the  high  school  in  1925.  While  in  school  he  became 
interested  in  stamp  collecting,  and  with  considerable  success  he  conducted  a 
business  in  stamps.  He  then  went  to  New  York  for  a  year  and  worked  for  a 
man  in  the  stamp  business. 

Deciding  to  secure  a  college  education  he  picked  Pomona  College,  in  Clare¬ 
mont,  California,  and  went  there  by  boat  via  the  Panama  Canal,  his  Aunt 
Sarah,  brother,  grandmother  and  Uncle  Frank  motoring  to  New  York  to  see 
him  sail,  July  10,  1926.  His  mother  went  by  train  so  as  to  have  a  longer  visit 
with  Wilbur.  The  death  of  his  brother  in  February,  1927  made  it  desirable  to 
go  to  an  Iowa  college  so  as  to  be  nearer  his  mother;  and  he  decided  on  Iowa 
College  at  Grinnell,  which  he  attended  for  a  year.  Not  liking  it  at  Grinnell, 
he  transferred  to  Coe  College  in  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  for  his  junior  and  senior 
years,  and  finished  with  the  class  of  1930.  It  was  while  at  Pomona  College  that 
he  met  Miss  Marian  Taft  whom  he  later  married. 

In  June  1930,  he  and  his  Uncle  Frank  sailed  for  Europe,  landing  at  Gibral- 
ter,  and  going  through  Spain  via  Seville  and  Madrid  to  Paris,  France.  Follow¬ 
ing  her  graduation  from  Occidental,  Miss  Taft  went  on  a  conducted  tour  of 
the  Mediterranean  going  as  far  as  Greece  and  Egypt  and  ended  by  staying  at 
Grenoble,  France,  for  the  study  of  the  language.  The  two  tours  were  planned 
independently  but  the  two  interested  parties  promptly  made  plans  for  meeting 
and  for  marriage. 

On  July  10,  1930,  Wilbur  F.  Cannon  and  Marian  L.  Taft  were  united  in 
marriage,  first  by  a  civil  ceremony  by  the  Mayor,  and  then  by  a  church  cere¬ 
mony  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Cochrane,  minister  of  the  American  Church  in  Paris. 

After  a  few  days  the  three  joined  the  Patty  party  for  a  conducted  tour 
visiting  Holland,  Belgium,  Germany,  Austria,  Italy,  France  and  England.  From 
Cologne  to  Wiesbaden  the  journey  was  made  by  steamer  up  the  Rhine.  The 
Passion  Play  at  Oberammergau  was  seen.  The  steamer  for  the  return  to  this 
country  sailed  from  Glasgow,  went  up  the  St.  Lawrence  to  Montreal.  The 
train  trip  home  to  Davenport  was  via  Niagara  Falls. 

He  immediately  went  to  work  for  Fidlar  &  Chambers  Co.  in  the  family 
printing,  book-binding  and  office  supply  business,  and  has  been  there  ever 
since  except  for  a  year  or  two  when  he  was  with  the  Shaw  &  Borden  Co.  at 
Spokane,  Wash.,  in  the  same  line  of  business. 

Continuing  his  interest  in  stamps,  in  August,  1945  he  was  elected  Secretary 
of  the  American  Philatelic  Society,  and  in  1947  was  reelected  for  a  second 
two  year  term.  In  1949  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Society,  and  in  1951 
he  was  reelected  for  another  two  year  term. 

For  some  years  he  has  been  active  in  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  in  1952  served 
as  president.  He  is  a  member  of  Davenport  Lodge  No.  37,  AF  &  AM,  the 
Chapter  and  the  Commandery,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Shrine  and  the  Grotto. 
For  some  years  he  has  been  Treasurer  of  the  Davenport  Chapter  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Red  Cross;  and  is  a  member  of  the  Public  Library  Board.  He  is  a  member 
of  St.  John’s  Methodist  Church. 

Isaac  T.  Jenney  was  born  Dec.  13,  1813,  in  Chester,  Vermont,  being  a  son 
of  Ephraim  and  Lois  Jenney.  He  came  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  in  company  with 
his  brother  Stephen,  and  the  understanding  is  that  he  worked  with  his  brothers 
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Most  often  she  beat  her  son,  Frank,  at  a  game  of  checkers  or  backgammon.

Stephen  and  Josiah  in  their  work  as  cabinet  builders  and  wagon  makers.  My 
Mother  remembered  that  he  would  go  off  on  long  journeys,  and  that  once  when 
he  came  back  he  had  some  strange  fruit,  which  she  thought  was  a  banana.  It 
is  thought  that  once  he  went  to  Australia.  He  went  west  to  California  and 
Washington,  and  was  living  in  Clark  County,  Washington,  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  had  a  farm  property  there.  He  died  Feb.  17,  1884. 

Ephriam  Jenney  was  born  July  6,  1780,  in  Grantham,  N.  H.,  being  one  of 
the  children  of  Isaac  and  Margaret  Jenney.  When  he  went  to  Chester,  Ver¬ 
mont,  is  unknown  but  he  was  married  to  Lois  Heald  of  that  place  on  April  20, 
1806,  and  to  them  were  born  eleven  children,  there  being  two  pairs  of  twins. 
The  family  home  was  in  Trebo  district.  Lois  Jenney  died  June  27,  1821,  and 
was  buried  in  a  cemetery  perhaps  half  a  mile  from  the  home,  as  also  were 
several  of  her  children.  Ephraim  Jenney  came  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  and  died 
here  January  16,  1844,  at  the  home  of  his  son  Stephen.  The  evening  before  he 
apparently  was  as  well  as  usual,  and  retired  expecting  to  get  up  early  to  go 
to  mill  in  Rockingham,  and  was  found  dead  in  bed  the  next  morning.  He  is 
buried  in  the  City  Cemetery.  The  granite  marker  at  his  grave  has  a  wrong 
year  head  for  the  date  of  his  birth.  It  was  calculated  from  the  inscription  on 
the  old  weather  worn  marble  headstone  and  put  as  1781,  while  written  record 
give  1780. 

Josiah  Heald  Jenney  was  born  July  25,  1805,  in  Chester,  Vermont,  being 
the  oldest  child  of  Ephraim  and  Lois  Jenney.  He  was  married  to  Abigail 
Chandler,  of  Stockbridge,  Vermont,  who  died  Dec.  19,  1849,  having  no  children. 
He  was  later  married  to  Elizabeth  Hawley,  and  they  had  four  children,  the 
two  boys  being  twins.  He  died  July  4,  1869,  at  Agency,  Iowa.  The  date  that 
Josiah  Jenney  came  to  Davenport  is  not  known,  but  it  probably  was  in  1841. 
In  Chester  he  and  his  brother  Stephen  built  a  house  at  the  corner  of  Main  and 
Grafton  Streets.  He  is  reported  to  have  at  one  time  published  a  musical  paper, 
monthly,  and  also  to  have  built  a  pipe  organ  for  the  Congregational  Church 
at  Chester.  He  was  known  as  Deacon  Jenney.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Church  and  active  in  its  work,  and  my  Mother  told  that  here  in 
Davenport  he  played  an  organ  in  the  church,  and  after  the  service  would  put 
it  on  his  shoulder  and  take  it  home.  For  years  his  home  here  in  Davenport  was 
in  the  house  corner  of  Second  and  Rock  Island  Streets.  After  selling  that  house 
he  lived  for  a  time  on  Front  Street  near  Ripley,  and  afterwards  he  built  a 
house  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Iowa  and  Seventh  Streets  where  he  lived  for 
some  years.  When  and  why  he  removed  to  Agency,  Iowa,  is  not  known  to  the 
writer. 

Lucius  M.  Jenney  in  a  letter  to  the  writer  said  that  Josiah  Jenney  was  a 
carriage  or  wagon  maker,  and  he  thought  his  brother  Leonard  worked  with 
him.  And  that  he  well  remembered  that  when  they  lived  in  the  old  log  house, 
of  Josiah  coming  and  staying  with  them  and  that  he  had  a  string  of  new 
wagons  for  sale  with  him.  (Lived  in  Roxbury,  Vt.)  Lucius  said  that  Josiah  was 
the  only  one  of  those  cousins  he  remembered  seeing.  Lucius  also  said  that  in 
the  winter  of  1870  and  1871  he  visited  Davenport  to  see  where  his  brother 
Leonard  was  buried. 

Abigail  A.  Jenney  was  born  Dec.  22,  1811,  in  Chester,  Vermont,  being  a 
daughter  of  Ephraim  and  Lois  Jenney.  She  married  Jason  Walker,  and  they 
had  two  children,  twins,  but  both  died  young.  Mr.  Walker  also  died  soon. 
She  and  Mrs.  John  L.  Davies  were  special  friends  and  she  told  her  niece  Lois 
Jenney  to  ask  that  Mr.  Davies  be  appointed  her  guardian.  For  some  time  she 
and  her  niece  lived  together.  She  died  Nov.  27,  1859,  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  and 
is  buried  in  the  City  Cemetery. 

Stephen  P.  Jenney  was  born  Jan.  9,  1813,  in  Chester,  Vermont,  being  a  son 
of  Ephraim  and  Lois  Jenney.  In  Chester,  he  and  his  brother  Josiah  built  a 
house  at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Grafton  Streets.  He  came  to  Davenport,  Iowa, 
in  the  fall  of  1841,  in  company  with  his  brother  Isaac,  calling  on  a  cousin 
Almon  I).  Jenney,  in  Warren  Township,  Macomb  County,  Michigan,  on  his  way. 
According  to  the  record  he  bought  property  here  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  March  5, 
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The  Jenney  Home  in  Chester,  Vermont.  In  this  house,  Josiah  Jenney  is 

said  to  have  built  an  organ.

1842.  He  built  the  two  story  brick  house  at  the  south  east  corner  of  Second 
and  Rock  Island  Streets,  which  was  his  home  at  the  time  of  his  death.  My 
mother  understood  that  he  was  a  cabinet  maker,  and  this  is  born  out  by  an 
advertisement  he  had  in  the  Gazette,  but  in  addition  to  all  kinds  of  cabinet 
ware  he  had  wagons  and  buggies.  The  ad  said  that  he  had  water  power  to  do 
his  turning  at  Camden,  Illinois,  at  which  place  Mr.  A.  Renfro  would  attend  to 
business  for  him.  (Camden  is  now  named  Milan).  He  died  here  in  Davenport 
April  4,  1848,  and  is  buried  in  the  City  Cemetery. 

Although  Stephen  Jenney  was  a  cabinet  maker,  we  have  but  few  pieces  of 
his  work.  Chief  among  these  is  a  cherry  table,  made  with  a  center  pedestal 
and  three  feet,  and  with  a  tilting  top. 

Then  there  is  a  little  piece,  about  5x4  inches  containing  a  drawer  for 
small  articles  and  with  a  514  inch  high  arrangement  on  top  for  holding  spools 
of  thread  on  spindles.  The  workmanship  is  fine.  There  also  is  a  work-box  made 
in  the  shape  of  a  book,  size  about  12x9x214  inches,  but  this  probably  was 
made  by  Isaac. 

Joseph  S.  Jenney  was  born  Feb.  25,  1815,  in  Chester,  Vermont,  being  a  son 
of  Ephraim  and  Lois  Jenney.  Geo.  L.  Fletcher,  of  Chester,  wrote  the  writer 
that  he  knew  him,  and  that  he  was  a  school  teacher  and  died  of  consumption, 
he  thought,  and  was  buried  in  their  central  cemetery.  It  is  probable  that  it  was 
the  knowledge  that  Joseph  was  in  poor  health  and  not  likely  to  live  long  that 
caused  the  family  to  have  a  Boston  artist  paint  his  portrait.  This  portrait,  size 
frame  and  all  about  24  x28  inches,  was  in  the  Josiah  Jenny  house  for  years, 
and  when  his  daughter  Sarah  removed  from  Ottumwa  she  left  it  with  a  friend 
and  finally  gave  instruction  for  its  delivery  to  the  writer,  who  now  has  it. 
The  date  of  his  death  was  March  2,  1841. 

Lucinda  Jenney  was  born  May  21,  1817,  in  Chester,  Vermont,  being  a 
daughter  of  Ephraim  and  Lois  Jenney.  She  came  to  Davenport,  Iowa  and  was 
married  to  Charles  Hitchcock.  Died  here  Sept.  1,  1846.  No  children. 


THE  JOHN  L.  DAVIES  FAMILY 

The  most  intimate  friends  of  the  W.  F.  Fidlar  family  were  the  John  L. 
Davies  family.  My  mother’s  Auntie  Walker  and  Mrs.  Davies  were  special 
friends,  and  it  was  at  her  Aunt’s  suggestion  that  she  asked  for  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Davies  as  her  guardian.  After  some  years  Mr.  Davies  took  my  mother 
to  his  home  to  live,  and  this  was  her  home  until  her  marriage. 

The  Davies  home  was  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Fourth  and  Ripley  Streets. 
Mr.  Davies  was  a  lumber  manufacturer  and  his  saw  mill  was  on  the  river  front 
near  the  foot  of  Myrtle  Street.  He  had  a  planing  mill  at  the  northwest  corner 
of  Fourth  and  Harrison  Streets,  and  a  lumber  yard  in  connection.  He  also  had 
a  sawmill  at  Pine,  a  little  north  of  Wausau,  Wis.  He  built  Cambria  Place,  but 
died  a  short  time  before  it  was  finished.  Mrs.  Davies  occupied  the  place  for 
some  years  before  selling  it  to  the  Episcopal  Church  for  St.  Katherin’s  School. 
Mr.  Davies  was  very  prominent  in  public  affairs,  being  at  one  time  mayor  of 
the  city,  and  also  president  of  the  school  board.  An  active  member  of  the 
Congregational  Church,  Mr.  Davies  was  a  thoroughly  Christian  man  and  be¬ 
lieved  in  a  strict  observance  of  the  Sabbath.  On  instruction  from  his  rafts 
tied  up  to  shore  over  Sunday  on  their  way  down  the  river  from  the  pineries. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davies  were  born  in  Wales,  but  they  did  not  meet  until 
coming  to  this  country.  They  were  married  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

John  L.  Davies,  born  Aug.  22,  1813,  died  March  28,  1872. 

Margaret  Jones,  born  June  16,  1811,  died  Sept.  7,  1902. 

Their  children  were: 

Mary  Letitia,  born  Feb.  22,  1844,  Davenport,  Iowa. 

Margaret  Louise,  born  July  3,  1849,  Davenport,  Iowa. 
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The  Jenney  Home  in  Chester,  Vermont,  several  miles  out  of  the  city,  in 
what  is  called  Trebo.

There  also  was  another  daughter  that  died  in  infancy  and  had  been  named 
Mary,  and  was  spoken  of  as  “little  sister.” 

Mary  L.  Davies  was  married  Oct.  17,  1867  in  Davenport,  to  Henry  Brush 
Huntington,  born  Dec.  27,  1837,  and  to  them  were  born  two  children,  as  follows: 
Margaret  Davies  Huntington,  born  July  25,  1869,  and  Antionette  Brush  Hunt¬ 
ington,  born  Aug.  12,  1875,  both  at  Davenport.  Margaret  is  married  to  William 
F.  Goodrich,  and  lives  in  La  Crosse,  Wis.  Antionette  lives  in  Wausau,  Wis., 
which  was  the  Huntington  home  for  many  years. 

Margaret  Davies  was  married  June  14,  1877,  to  Thomas  H.  Marshall,  and 
to  them  was  born  one  son,  Robert  Davies  Marshall,  April  27,  1884,  at  Chicago, 
Ill.  His  home  is  Painesville,  Ohio. 

The  oldest  daughter  Mary,  called  by  us  children  “Aunt  Mary,”  told  of  many 
incidents,  of  which  a  couple  will  be  recorded  Mrs.  Davies,  Mrs.  Ripley,  and 
Mother’s  Auntie  Walker  were  special  friends,  and  one  time  the  three  had 
dresses  made  just  alike,  and  when  they  walked  down  the  street  together  they 
make  quite  a  striking  appearance  being  of  such  different  build.  I  think  Aunt 
Walker  was  the  tall  one. 

At  one  time  when  Mary  Davies  and  Mother  were  East  on  a  trip  they  were 
taken  for  twins  by  some  lady  in  the  dining  room  of  the  hotel  in  Reading,  Penn. 
When  told  that  they  were  not  even  related,  Aunt  Mary  felt  sure  that  she  was 
not  believed.  Both  had  black  hair,  but  otherwise  there  was  no  close  resemblance. 

When  Mrs.  Davies  sold  Cambria  Place  she  acquired  for  her  home  the  prop¬ 
erty  at  834  Brady  Street,  which  was  her  home  until  death,  her  daughter  Jessie 
living  with  her.  After  Mrs.  Davies  death,  Jessie  lived  most  of  the  time  with  her 
sister  Margaret  at  Painesville,  Ohio,  but  yearly  spent  long  periods  of  time  at 
the  W.  F.  Fidlar  home  at  918  East  Tenth  Street,  Davenport. 


EUROPEAN  TRIP 

Leaving  home  on  June  25,  1930,  Wilbur  Cannon  and  his  Uncle  Frank  went 
to  New  York,  from  where  we  sailed  June  28th  on  the  Steamer  Conte  Grande. 
Landing  at  Gibralter,  July  5th,  we  went  through  Spain,  visiting  Seville  and 
Madrid,  and  arriving  at  Paris,  France,  on  July  9th,  were  met  by  Marian  Taft. 
She  had  been  in  Grenoble  for  some  months,  studying  French,  following  a  Medi¬ 
terranean  tour  on  which  she  visited  Algiers,  Tunis,  Egypt,  Palestine,  and 
Greece. 

On  July  10th  Wilbur  Cannon  and  Marian  Taft  were  married,  first  by  the 
Mayor  in  a  civil  service  and  then  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Cochrane  at  the  American 
Church.  Leaving  Paris  the  same  day  we  went  to  Ostend.  There  I  joined  the 
Risser  Patty  party,  while  Wilbur  and  Marian  remained  at  Ostend  and  went  to 
Brussels  and  then  to  Amsterdam.  From  there  we  went  together  with  the  Patty 
party,  and  visited  Cologne,  Weisbaden,  Heidelburg,  Nurenburg,  Munich,  Ober- 
ammergau,  where  we  saw  the  Passion  Play.  Going  south  we  went  through  Hall, 
Innsbrook,  Bolzano,  Cortino  and  to  Venice.  Then  to  Florence  and  Rome,  and  to 
Naples,  visiting  Pompeii,  Ravello,  Amalfi,  Sorrento  and  Capri.  Returning  to 
Rome  we  took  the  trip  to  Ostia,  and  all  three  of  us  went  in  bathing.  Then 
to  Milan,  and  on  to  Como  and  Menaggio,  and  to  Lugano  and  Lucerne  and  on 
to  Interloken.  Then  to  Montreaux,  Besaneon,  and  to  Paris.  Leaving  Paris 
August  21  we  took  a  boat  at  Dieppe  and  had  a  rough  passage  to  New  Haven, 
and  then  by  train  to  London.  Windsor  Castle,  Oxford,  Leamington,  Stratford- 
on-Avon  were  places  visited  and  then  to  Chester.  Took  bus  trip  into  Wales, 
and  then  to  Windermere,  and  to  Kessawich,  and  on  to  Edinburgh.  A  coach 
and  boat  trip  took  us  to  Glasgow  from  where  we  sailed  Sept.  6th  on  S.  S.  Laur- 
entic.  Landing  at  Montreal  we  went  to  Toronto,  and  visited  Niagara  Falls,  and 
then  got  our  train  for  home  arriving  Sept.  15th,  1930. 
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Home  of  the

House  built  by  Josiah  H.  .Tenney  at  the  southeast  corner  of  East  Seventh 
and  Iowa  Streets.  Lois  Jenney  lived  here  but  a  short  time. 


It  has  been  suggested  that  these  remarks  be  enlarged  so  as  to  tell  about 
life  here  in  a  small  town  not  far  from  the  frontier  and  before  the  Indians  had 
all  but  disappeared,  and  this  the  writer,  (Mrs.  Fidlar’s  son)  would  gladly  do, 
but  it  is  not  an  easy  task.  Mrs.  Fidlar  was  a  person  who  lived  in  and  for  the 
present  and  the  future,  and  was  not  much  given  to  telling  how  things  were 
when  she  was  a  girl  and  to  reminisce  of  the  times  that  were.  When  asked 
about  anything  she  gladly  told  what  she  knew,  but  her  foremost  interest  was 
to  live  and  do  for  those  around  her,  and  the  lack  of  a  fund  of  incidents  is  due 
to  a  failure  of  her  children  to  ask  questions  and  to  write  down  the  things  she 
told  them. 

Of  course  the  sight  of  Indians  here  on  the  city  streets  in  an  early  day  was 
no  uncommon  sight  but  the  writer  does  not  remember  of  his  mother  telling 
about  them.  But  a  family  by  the  name  of  Heldall  lived  on  the  west  side  of 
Farnam  Street  and  north  of  Federal  Street,  and  a  girl  in  the  family  named 
Addie  worked  in  the  book  bindery  of  Egbert,  Fidlar  &  Chambers,  being  the 
forewoman,  and  she  told  the  following.  A  number  of  Indians  would  come  to 
town  once  or  twice  a  year  and  camp  on  the  land  a  little  to  the  east  and  the 
north  of  where  she  lived.  They  came  there  to  see  the  Antoine  LeClaire  family 
that  lived  in  the  large  brick  house  with  a  cupola  situated  on  the  top  of  the  hill. 
Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  LeClaire  had  Indian  blood,  which  explains  the  friendship. 
Both  were  very  large,  so  that  it  was  said  that  two  carriages  were  used  when 
they  went  riding,  one  not  being  large  enough  to  seat  both. 


The  writer  will  now  tell  an  Indian  story  that  has  the  sadness  of  life  in  it. 
Among  the  early  settlers  of  Davenport  was  the  Hitchcock  family,  who  came 
from  Vermont.  It  was  a  large  family,  one  of  whom,  Jareb,  was  a  carpenter 
who  built  the  house  at  1015  Tremont  Ave.  and  lived  there  until  he  died.  He 
was  married  to  a  Lucy  Hubbard,  who  is  the  person  who  told  the  story.  Mrs. 
Lucy  Hitchcock  was  a  woman  of  large  acquaintance,  and  was  known  by  many 
as  Aunt  Lucy.  She  told  of  the  death  of  an  Indian  princess,  and  how  beautifully 
she  was  dressed  for  burial,  adorned  with  beads  and  Indian  finery.  Burial  was 
made  under  an  oak,  perhaps  a  hundred  feet  north  of  East  Tenth  Street,  and 
to  the  east  of  where  Sylvan  Avenue  would  run  if  extended.  The  writer  does 
not  remember  of  ever  seeing  a  stone  or  any  marker  at  the  grave.  It  was  at 
this  location  that  at  a  later  day  Mr.  Hayes  lived.  He  was  a  man  who  wore  a 
beard,  and  who  helped  the  Salvation  Army  in  their  work  of  conducting  religious 
services  on  the  corner  of  a  downtown  street,  for  which  there  would  be  a  parade 
of  a  few  blocks.  They  sang  as  they  marched,  and  the  drum  beat  gave  emphasis 
to  the  words  of  the  song  they  sang,  “Oh,  you  must  be  a  lover  of  the  Lord,  of 
the  Lord,  or  you  won’t  go  to  heaven  when  you  die.”  On  a  still  evening  the  music 
carried  up  to  Tremont  and  East  Tenth  Street,  where  the  writer  of  these  lines 
lived. 

Mr.  Hayes  met  a  sad  and  tragic  death,  being  run  over  and  instantly  killed 
by  a  truck  he  was  following  riding  on  his  bicycle  on  a  downtown  street. 


The  song  of  the  Salvation  Army  was  not  the  only  sound  to  be  wafted  on 
the  air  from  downtown  to  the  residence  area,  for  the  Rock  Island  Railroad 
passenger  depot  in  those  days  was  at  the  south  east  corner  of  East  Fifth  and 
Perry  Streets,  and  the  hotels  would  send  a  bus  to  meet  the  trains  and  a  crier 
to  call  the  names  of  the  hotel  they  represented.  The  Kimball  House  was  the 
largest  and  finest  hotel  in  the  city  but  as  it  was  located  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  East  Fourth  and  Perry  Streets,  it  was  not  necessary  to  have  a  conveyance 
because  a  door  of  the  hotel  opened  right  onto  the  depot  platform,  but  a  porter 
would  be  in  attendance  and  the  voice  of  Alex  calling  “Kimball  House”  could  be 
heard  far  over  the  hills. 

The  Jenney  home  at  an  early  day  was  a  large  brick  house  at  the  south  east 
corner  of  East  Second  and  Rock  Island  Streets  (now  Pershing  Avenue)  and 
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Home  of  Hon.  John  L.  Davies  at  the  northeast  corner  of  East  Fourth 
Street  and  Ripley  Street,  Davenport.  Mr.  Davies  was  a  lumber  manu¬ 
facturer  and  at  one  time  Mayor  of  Davenport.  He  was  the  guardian  of 
Lois  Jenney,  and  this  house  was  her  home  of  several  years,  and  in  it 
Wilbur  F.  Fidlar  and  Lois  S.  Jenney  were  married. 


The  Jenney  Home  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  at  the  southeast  corner  of  East

in  that  day  the  river  was  much  nearer  the  house  location  than  now.  Mother 
has  told  that  in  the  time  of  high  water  a  skiff  would  be  tied  to  the  back  porch. 
She  also  told  that  in  winter  time  quail  came  on  the  porch. 

Mrs.  Fidlar’s  Uncle  Josiah  Jenney  at  this  time  owned  Credit  Island.  Not 
pei  sonally,  but  through  an  agent  he  farmed  part  of  the  island,  which  was  not 
very  productive.  He  also  cut  timber  on  the  island  for  firewood,  which  was 
hauled  up  to  Davenport  over  the  ice  in  the  winter. 

One  year  the  First  Methodist  Sunday  School  held  its  Annual  picnic  on  the 
island,  going  down  to  the  island  by  a  boat  powered  by  horses. 

Antoine  LeClaire  was  given  a  mile  square  of  land  for  his  service  as  an  in¬ 
terpreter  at  the  signing  of  the  treaty  at  the  end  of  the  Black  Hawk  War,  and 
on  this  land  was  laid  out  what  was  to  become  the  city  of  Davenport.  He  was 
of  French  Canadian  ancestry,  and  was  one-quarter  Indian.  Mrs.  LeClaire  also 
had  Indian  blood.  Both  were  large  physically.  The  writer  does  not  have  any 
recollection  of  his  mother  ever  speaking  of  Mr.  LeClaire,  and  only  once  o*f 
telling  about  Mrs.  LeClaire. 

Mr.  LeClaire  was  of  a  generous  disposition  and  gave  large  gifts  of  land  to 
the  County  and  City  and  the  Catholic  Church,  to  which  he  belonged,  and  he 
also  gave  a  lot  of  help  to  the  different  Protestant  denominations.  Although  not 
known  as  being  of  a  tempermental  disposition  it  was  said  that  when  a  dele¬ 
gation  was  appointed  to  see  him  and  make  a  request  they  would  first  note  the 
angle  that  he  was  wearing  his  hat.  The  record  seems  to  indicate  that  he  was 
often  found  wearing  his  hat  at  the  proper  angle. 

The  LeClaires  had  an  orchard  on  the  sloping  ground  to  the  south  of  their 
home.  One  day  Lois  Jenney  and  one  of  her  little  girl  friends  walked  into  the 
orchard  and  were  picking  up  some  of  the  fallen  apples  when  Mrs.  LeClaire 
came  out  of  the  house  and  saw  what  they  were  doing,  and  she  called  to  them 
that  those  apples  were  not  good  and  that  she  would  get  them  some  good  ones, 
and  she  went  back  into  the  house  and  soon  returned  with  some  of  the  good 
apples  which  she  gave  them. 

Here  is  history  that  does  not  belong  here  but  is  given  because  it  is  so 
different  from  what  would  be  done  today.  The  LeClaires  lived  at  about  what 
would  be  East  Eighth  Street  and  East  Farnam  Street,  and  they  belonged  to 
St.  Anthony’s  stone  church  at  East  Fourth  and  Main  Street.  He  had  given  to 
the  church  the  block  of  land  between  Iowa  and  LeClaire  and  north  of  East 
Tenth  Street,  and  on  the  south  east  part  of  the  land  had  been  built  a  large 
brick  church  known  as  St.  Margarite’s,  in  honor  of  Mrs.  LeClaire. 

When  Mr.  LeClaire  died,  he  was  carried  from  his  home  down  to  St.  An¬ 
thony’s  Church  for  the  funeral  service,  and  then  up  to  Tenth  and  LeClaire  for 
burial,  which  was  made  at  the  south  east  corner  of  the  property.  Probably 
anyone  interested  can  get  the  names  of  the  bearers  from  the  newspaper  ac¬ 
count  of  the  funeral.  In  later  years  the  stone  Cathedral  was  built  on  the  south 
west  corner  of  the  block  and  the  name  changed  from  St.  Margarites  to  Sacred 
Heart.  The  old  brick  building  was  torn  down,  and  the  remains  of  both  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  LeClaire  removed  to  the  Catholic  Cemetery,  outside  the  city,  and  the  old 
monument  also  removed  to  the  new  location. 

Mother  said  that  she  understood  that  her  Uncle  Josiah  came  to  Davenport 
before  her  father  came,  and  he  wrote  back  telling  of  some  of  the  things  needed, 
one  being  clocks.  When  her  father  came  he  brought  several  clocks,  one  of 
which  he  sold  to  John  L.  Davies.  This  clock  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
writer,  but  alas,  it  won’t  run. 

The  writer  remembers  that  when  a  small  boy,  he  saw  on  several  occasions 
a  small  drove  of  cattle  being  taken  down  Brady  Street,  one  or  two  men  on 
horseback  being  in  charge  of  them.  Who  they  belonged  to  or  where  they 
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were  being  taken  was  not  known,  but  was  supposed  to  be  some  slaughtering 
house. 

Mother’s  life  was  broken  up  much  by  the  deaths  of  her  kin.  Born  here  in 
Davenport  she  lost  her  mother  when  she  was  two  years  old  and  was  taken  to 
Wilkes-Barre,  Pennsylvania,  her  Aunt  Sarah  coming  here  for  her.  Two  years 
later  her  father  died  and  he  left  her  in  the  keeping  of  his  brother  Josiah  Jenney 
who  went  to  Wilkes-Barre  for  her,  and  brought  her  back  to  Davenport.  On  the 
journey  they  traveled  by  boat,  down  the  Ohio  and  up  the  Mississippi.  She 
remembered  the  journey,  and  of  part  of  the  cargo  being  barrels  of  salt. 
Through  the  cracks  in  the  barrels  she  could  see  the  salt  and  put  her  finger 
through  and  touch  the  salt  and  then  put  her  finger  to  her  tongue.  (Just  like 
any  little  girl  would  do.) 

Her  Uncle  Josiah’s  wife  died  and  he  married  a  woman  from  Tipton,  who 
probably  had  a  higher  opinion  of  the  Tipton  Schools  than  those  in  .Davenport. 
This  perhaps  accounts  for  Mother  going  to  school  in  Oborlin,  Ohio,  for  a 
short  time. 

Once  she  went  to  a  private  school  kept  in  a  large  frame  house  at  East 
Fourth  and  Perry,  Northwest  corner.  At  another  time  she  attended  the  Mt. 
Ida  Seminary  for  young  ladies,  which  was  a  large  brick  building  occupying  the 
block  made  by  East  Tenth  and  Eleventh  and  Bridge  and  College  Avenues. 
It  was  a  boarding  school  but  took  in  day  pupils.  Conveyance  to  the  school  was 
by  horse  drawn  vehicle. 

She  also  went  to  the  public  schools  of  Davenport,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  first  class  to  graduate  from  the  High  School.  For  some  of  her  classes 
she  went  to  the  high  school  building  located  at  the  north  west  corner  of  Main 
Street  and  West  Sixth  Street  (building  still  standing,)  and  for  other  classes 
to  the  stone  school  located  at  the  south  east  corner  of  Perry  Street  and  East 
Seventh  Street.  The  graduation  exercise  was  held  in  the  Baptist  Church,  a 
stone  building  located  on  the  south  west  corner  of  Perry  and  East  Fourth 
Streets. 

The  graduating  class  was  not  large  and  all  the  members  of  the  class  had 
a  part  in  the  graduating  exercises.  In  making  the  report  of  the  event  the 
Davenport  Gazette  made  good  news  of  the  occasion  and  also  printed  in  full 
the  paper  read  by  Lois  Jenney,  explaining  that  space  would  not  allow  the 
printing  of  all.  The  training  school  for  teachers  had  just  been  established  and 
was  graduating  it’s  first  class.  The  high  school  and  the  training  school  were 
so  intermingled  that  Mother  was  given  her  choice  of  a  diploma  from  either  the 
high  school  or  the  training  school,  and  she  chose  the  latter. 

After  her  school  days,  she  taught  school  for  short  periods  of  time  in  dif¬ 
ferent  places.  Once  there  was  trouble  at  the  Warren  Street  School,  and  a 
question  of  who  to  get  for  the  position.  It  was  settled  by  Mr.  Davies,  who 
had  been  Lois  Jenney’s  guardian  and  at  the  time  was  a  member  of  the  school 
board,  saying  that  he  had  a  little  girl  who  could  handle  the  situation,  and  she 
was  sent  to  take  charge.  Probably  this  is  not  the  modern  approved  way  of 
doing  things,  but  it  worked.  For  a  short  time  she  taught  in  No.  1  School  in 
east  Davenport.  For  one  term  she  taught  in  the  Linn  Grove  School  in  Hickory 
Grove  Township. 

In  early  days  Davenport  was  a  sawmill  town,  as  were  other  cities  along 
the  river,  immense  rafts  of  logs  being  floated  down  from  the  pineries  of  Wis¬ 
consin  and  Minnesota.  At  first  the  rafts  would  be  manned  by  a  crew  of  men 
who  would  steer  the  rafts  with  aid  of  large  oars.  After  a  time  it  was  the 
custom  to  use  a  large  steamboat  for  each  raft  to  push  it;  and  soon  it  was  the 
practice  to  have  also  a  small  steamboat  at  the  lower  end  of  the  raft  to  steer 
it  to  either  the  right  or  the  left. 
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The  introduction  of  electric  power  gave  the  rafters  powerful  search  lights 
which  could  be  played  to  any  point  desired.  The  rafters  came  down  at  any 
hour,  day  or  night,  and  the  members  of  Mrs.  Fidlar’s  household  would  sit  on 
the  porch  of  an  evening  and  watch  to  see  a  rafter  come  and  put  it’s  raft 
through  the  bridgd.  A  large  raft  would  be  put  through  in  two  sections  which 
would  be  reunited  below  the  bridge.  The  pilots  were  skillful  in  stearing  a  raft 
so  as  to  avoid  striking  a  bridge  pier.  The  movement  of  the  search  lights  was 
the  interesting  sight. 

In  the  early  days  lime  was  a  necessity  for  the  making  of  mortar  to  use  in 
plastering  the  walls  of  houses  and  for  the  stone  masons  and  brick  masons  to 
use  in  constructing  walls;  and  lime  kilns  for  the  burning  of  the  limestone  to 
make  the  lime  were  very  numerous  through  this  country  where  limestone 
abounds.  The  light  of  one  of  these  kilns  could  be  seen  nights  from  the  Fidlar 
home  and  would  be  watched  the  same  as  Venus  or  Mars  would  be  watched. 
It’s  location  was  in  the  bluffs  to  the  north  of  Augustana  College  in  Rock  Island. 
Of  course  the  numerous  kilns  have  gone  but  were  they  still  here  the  abundant 
electric  street  lighting  would  have  changed  the  scene. 

Some  of  Mother’s  folks  were  Congregationalists  and  some  were  Methodists, 
and  Mr.  Davies,  her  guardian,  was  a  Congregationalist. 

Her  Uncle  Josiah  was  a  Congregationalist  and  was  active  in  church  work 
and  was  called  deacon.  He  played  the  organ  for  the  church  services  and  when 
it  was  over  he  put  the  organ  on  his  shoulder  and  took  it  home. 

At  one  time  Lois  Jenney  was  treasurer  of  the  Congregationist  Sunday 
School,  it  being  at  a  time  when  there  were  two  kinds  of  money  in  use  as  one 
of  the  results  of  the  Civil  War.  At  one  time  she  had  quite  an  accumulation  of 
the  better  money,  and  when  she  exchanged  it  for  the  commonly  used  money 
the  Sunday  School  derived  quite  a  profit. 

While  some  of  Mother’s  folks  were  Congregationalists,  the  Mungers  were 
Methodists,  and  at  one  time  she  lived  with  the  Munger  family.  Mother  was 
treasurer  of  the  Ladies  Aid  Society  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  when  they 
raised  the  money  for  a  pipe  organ. 

When  she  reached  the  age  at  which  she  might  ask  the  court  to  appoint  her 
guardian  her  Auntie  Walker  told  her  to  ask  for  Mr.  Davies,  which  she  did. 
He  looked  after  her  welfare  and  interests,  and  after  a  time  she  was  taken  to 
the  Davies  home  to  live,  and  that  was  her  home  until  her  marriage.  She 
roomed  with  the  daughter,  Mary. 

One  time  Mary  Davies  and  Lois  Jenney  were  on  a  trip  together,  and  when 
in  the  dining  room  of  the  hotel  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  someone  asked  them 
if  they  were  twins,  and  when  they  replied  that  they  were  not  even  related, 
Aunt  Mary  said  she  didn’t  think  the  stranger  believed  her.  They  did  not  look 
alike  but  both  had  black  hair. 

Mr.  Cheney  Munger  was  born  August  7,  1816,  in  Utica,  N.  Y.  and  came  here 
to  Davenport  and  on  May  2,  1839,  he  married  Priscilla  Nagle,  who  was  born 
August  17,  1818,  in  or  near  Wilkes-Barre,  Pennsylvania,  and  had  come  to 
Davenport  for  a  visit.  This  means  that  Mrs.  Munger  was  Mother’s  aunt;  and 
in  course  of  time  gave  her  some  cousins;  for  the  Mungers  had  several  chil¬ 
dren.  Mr.  Munger  was  a  merchants  tailor  but  he  did  not  follow  this  occupation 
continuously.  Being  a  man  of  not  too  good  health  he  moved  to  southern  Illinois 
for  a  time  where  he  had  a  fruit  farm.  After  a  time  he  returned  to  the  north 
and  lived  in  Nebraska  until  his  death. 

At  one  time  Mother  lived  with  the  Munger  family,  who  were  Methodists 
and  she  went  to  the  Methodist  Church  with  them. 
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Mrs.  Fidlar  enjoyed  many  trips  to  both  the  East  and  the  West,  among  which 
were  two  visits  to  Chester,  Vermont.  The  last  of  these  visits  was  preceeded 
by  a  trip  to  New  York,  where  she  saw  her  grandson,  Wilbur  Fidlar  Cannon 
take  ship  for  Los  Angeles,  and  he  had  to  work  for  a  year  and  then  enter  col¬ 
lege.  Following  this  the  motor  trip  continued  up  to  Chester,  her  other  grand¬ 
son,  George  Frank  Cannon,  being  of  the  party. 

When  Mother  and  the  writer  were  in  Chester  we  secured  both  elm  and  hard 
maple  seedlings  which  were  brought  home  and  planted  with  some  success,  and 
efforts  were  helped  by  a  Mr.  Willard  of  Chester  who  mailed  us  some  seedlings. 
The  fine  hard  maples  we  have  in  our  yard  are  the  result. 

Mrs.  Fidlar  had  collected  a  large  number  of  choice  saying  or  bits  of  poetry, 
and  on  the  occasion  of  her  golden  wedding  anniversary  she  had  them  imprinted 
in  the  form  of  a  73  page  4x7  book  bound  with  golden  colored  cloth  which  she 
distributed  to  her  friends. 


THE  PATCH 

The  discovery  of  America  by  Columbus  gave  to  the  world  the  Irish  potato. 
The  cultivation  spread  rapidly  through  Europe  and  in  Ireland  it  soon  became 
the  most  important  crop  which  the  country  produced  for  the  food  of  the  people. 

When  there  was  an  almost  total  failure  of  the  potato  crop  in  the  years  1845, 
1846  and  1847,  it  was  a  catastrophe  to  the  country,  and  near  starvation  threat¬ 
ened  the  land.  This  condition  lead  to  a  large  migration  of  the  people  to  Ameri¬ 
ca,  and  shiploads  of  people  landed  at  the  Atlantic  ports  of  Boston,  New  York 
and  others.  They  came  in  such  large  numbers  that  they  all  could  not  find  work 
in  the  cities  on  the  east  coast,  and  many  drifted  westward,  some  coming  to 
Iowa. 

At  that  time  Davenport  had  a  population  of  less  than  two  thousand,  and 
there  were  not  many  factories  to  give  employment,  and  the  plight  of  the  poor 
of  the  immigrants  was  hard. 

The  most  outstanding  citizen  at  that  time  was  Antoine  LeClaire  who  was  a 
large  land  owner.  He  had  built  a  fine  large  house  for  his  home  on  a  bluff  to 
the  east  side  of  the  city  at  about  East  Eighth  Street.  He  owned  large  tracts 
of  land  down  the  hill  to  the  south  of  his  home,  and  on  some  of  this  land  he 
permitted  the  poor  newly  arrived  immigrants  to  build  such  quarters  to  live  in 
as  they  could.  Mr.  LeClaire  was  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  which  was  the 
predominant  faith  of  the  new  settlers,  and  this  may  have  influenced  his  desire 
to  help  them.  Of  course  those  who  built  on  the  offered  land  were  of  the  poor, 
and  the  houses  they  built  were  such  poor  shacks  that  the  entire  district  was 
termed  “the  patch.”  As  soon  as  the  dwellers  in  the  district  earned  the  means 
they  began  to  improve  their  dwellings  and  to  tear  down  and  build  new.  This 
proceeded  year  by  year  until  the  patch  no  longer  existed.  The  writer  does  not 
remember  seeing  any  of  the  shacks  that  gave  “the  patch”  its  name.  The  name 
held  on  for  many  years  after  the  character  of  the  district  had  changed,  but 
after  a  time  the  name  was  gone  for  good. 

The  “patch”  was  on  the  north  side  of  Case  Street  (the  name  later  was 
changed  to  Federal  Street),  extending  from  about  Farnam  Street  to  Tremont 
Avenue.  The  writer  does  not  remember  it  ever  being  to  the  south  of  Case 
Street,  which  was  open  land,  at  one  time  used  by  a  big  traveling  circus  with 
tents,  and  one  time  by  the  sawmill  on  the  river  front  as  a  place  to  pile  the 
kindling  wood  until  disposed  of  as  firewood. 

Brazil  Holmes,  Uncle  of  Aunt  Mary  Miller,  once  told  Grandma  they  were 
invited  to  a  party.  She  said  she  could  not  go — had  no  dress.  He  said  he  would 
buy  her  a  dress  if  she  would  go.  He  went  to  and  bought  the  goods. 

She  made  herself  a  dress — a  white  one.  They  went  to  party  on  horseback,  she 
protecting  her  dress  to  keep  it  clean. 

Arriving  at  house  they  dismounted,  and  she  fixed  her  dress. 
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Pound  no  one  at  the  house.  She  said  that  he  had  fooled  her.  He  said  the 
party  was  in  barn.  Went  to  barn  and  found  it  was  a  flax-pulling— and  she  all 
dressed  up  for  a  party.  To  be  a  dance  at  night,  and  they  stayed. 

Milton  Moore,  Margaret  Moore  (Aunt  Mary’s  Mother)  and  Maria  Moore 
(Grandma)  once  went  to  the  spring,  in  Ohio.  All  were  small  children,  Grandma 
being  the  youngest.  The  wolves  came  after  them,  or  at  least  they  thought  so, 
but  they  ran  for  the  house.  The  two  older  took  hold  of  Grandma’s  hands,  and 
as  they  ran  they  would  say:  Run  Dot,  run,  or  they  will  catch  us. 

John  Brainard  Fidlar,  born  March  16,  1892,  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  died  March 
21,  1930.  Married  November  26,  1919,  to  Helen  Theodosia  King. 

After  graduation  from  the  Davenport  High  School  he  went  to  the  Iowa 
State  College  at  Ames,  and  soon  after  graduation  he  entered  the  employ  of  an 
oil  company  in  Oklahoma.  He  soon  was  in  the  Army  and  saw  active  service 
as  a  commissioned  officer  in  the  Artillery  in  Europe. 

After  returning  to  the  United  States  he  remained  in  the  Army  and  was 
stationed  at  Picatinny  Arsenal  with  the  rank  of  Captain.  On  March  21,  1930, 
while  engaged  with  others  in  experimental  work  he  was  one  of  several  killed 
by  an  explosion.  Burial  was  in  the  Arlington  National  Cemetery. 


EUROPEAN  TRIP  OF  MR.  AND  MRS.  WILBUR  F.  CANNON 

Leaving  New  York  by  airplane  February  28,  1959,  they  arrived  in  Lisbon, 
Portugal,  March  1,  where  they  spent  the  night  and  commenced  their  touring 
of  Europe.  Two  days  later  they  proceeded  by  airplane  to  Morocco,  landing  in 
Tangiers.  With  Hotel  Rif  as  a  base  they  sightsaw  the  city  by  private  car,  going 
to  the  Casbah,  the  Palace  of  the  Sultan,  the  bazaars,  etc.  Here  were  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  buy  native  merchandise  in  the  way  of  jewelry,  glassware,  leather 
and  copper  goods. 

Leaving  Morocco  by  airplane  they  went  to  Madrid,  Spain.  Sightseeing  in 
Madrid,  Granada,  Algeciras,  Seville,  Cordoba  and  Valencia,  followed.  Leaving 
Valencia  by  air  they  went  to  Palma  on  the  island  of  Majorca  to  enjoy  one  of 
the  pleasure  places  of  the  land.  From  there  they  went  to  Barcelona,  one  of 
Spain’s  great  cities  and  perhaps  the  greatest  commercial  center.  In  all  the 
cities  visited,  the  great  cathedrals  and  other  monumental  buildings  were  viewed 
with  pleasure. 

After  spending  some  days  on  the  French  Riviera,  Mr.  Cannon  felt  that  he 
should  go  home,  and  accordingly  he  proceeded  by  way  of  Paris  and  landed  in 
New  York  City  by  jet  plane. 

Mrs.  Cannon,  however,  proceeded  with  the  planned  tour  (Mrs.  Howard 
Evanson  being  her  companion)  and  went  to  Italy  and  enjoyed  about  six  weeks 
more  of  sightseeing.  Their  journeying  took  them  to  Genoa,  Florence,  Rome, 
Naples,  Sorrento,  Capri,  and  Palermo. 

Leaving  southern  Italy  they  went  to  Milan  and  then  to  Venice.  Then  they 
went  to  Austria  and  saw  Vienna  and  Munich.  Next  they  went  to  Zurich  in 
Switzerland;  and  to  Lucerne  and  Geneva.  Leaving  Switzerland  they  went  to 
Paris,  where  they  spent  several  days.  From  there  they  went  to  Brussels  in 
Belgium,  and  then  to  Amsterdam.  Edinburgh  in  Scotland  was  visited  and  also 
Glasgow,  where  a  sightseeing  trip  was  enjoyed.  Leaving  Cobh  by  steamer  in 
the  evening;  arrival  6  days  later  was  made  in  New  York. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Fidlar  Munger  enjoyed  trips  —  one  was  a  European  trip  with 
a  party  from  St.  Louis,  Mo.  She  and  her  sister-in-law  Mrs.  Wilbur  Fidlar  had 
a  trip  to  Alaska  by  boat.

His  will  was  made 
October  8,  1759,  and  was  proved  October  25,  1759,  at  Hopewell, 
Amwell  Twp.,  Hunterdon  County,  New  Jersey.  He  was  one  of  the 
first  settlers  of  Old  Hopewell,  1703,  with  William  Hixson. 

John  Fidler  was  the  father  of  seven  children,  as  follows :  Sarah, 
youngest  daughter,  Thomas,  John,  Mary,  Elizabeth,  Timothy  and 
Nathan;  the  latter  two  being  under  age  at  the  time  of  the  father’s 
death.  Unfortunately  we  have  no  connected  record  of  the  de¬ 
scendants  of  any  except  Timothy.

It  is  probable  that 
it  was  his  poor  health  that  caused  the  family  to  have  a  Boston 
artist  paint  his  portrait.  For  years  this  was  in  the  Josiah  Jenney’s 
household,  and  finally  his  daughter  Sarah,  directed  that  it  be  de¬ 
livered  to  the  writer,  Frank  S.  Fidlar,  who  now  has  it.  Size  in¬ 
cluding  frame,  about  24  x  28  inches. 

LUCIUS  M\  JENNEY  (David  Thompson2,  Isaac1)  was  born  June 
27,  1833,  in  Roxbury,  Vermont.  He  was  married  twice,  but  both 
wives  were  dead  at  the  time  he  gave  the  information,  and  there 
are  no  children.  Eventually,  he  lived  in  Tacoma,  Washington,  and 
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worked  for  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad,  seemingly  with  a  good  ex¬ 
perience.  Starting  with  a  correspondence  with  the  writer,  Frank 
S.  Fidlar,  he  became  much  interested  in  tracing  the  family  gene¬ 
alogy,  and  after  some  correspondence,  he  made  a  journey  back  to 
New  Hampshire  in  the  summer  of  1906,  and  visited  the  scenes  of 
his  youth  and  places  of  family  interest.  He  found  the  graves  of 
his  grandfather,  Isaac  Jennev  and  his  grandmother,  Margaret.  On 
his  journey  back  to  Tacoma,  he  stopped  in  Davenport  and  made 
a  mutually  enjoyable  visit.  We  went  to  the  City  Cemetery  where 
are  buried  members  of  the  Jenney  family,  including  his  brother, 
Leonard.  He  left  Davenport  for  Muckwanaga,  Wisconsin,  to  visit 
his  sister,  Ladina  (married  S.  M.  Waterman)  who  was  living  there 
with  all  her  eight  children  around  her.
